The prior art of record teaches the claimed invention substantially, but it 
fails to teach or suggest singly or in combination an integrated circuit comprising core 
circuitry including functional inputs, functional outputs, an input pad and an output pad 
wherein a scan distributor circuitry connected between the input pad and selectively 
some of the functional inputs and a scan collector circuitry connected selectively 
between some of the functional outputs and the output pad as set forth in independent 
claim 1. 

The prior art of record teaches the claimed invention substantially, but it 
fails to teach or suggest singly or in combination and integrated circuit core circuitry 
comprising a functional circuitry having plural functional inputs and plural functional 
outputs and parallel scan paths wherein a scan distributor circuitry having serial input 
connected to a functional input and a serial output connected to a functional output and 
having a parallel outputs connected to inputs of the parallel scan paths; and a scan 
collector circuitry having serial input connected to a functional input and a serial output 
connected to a functional output and parallel inputs connected to outputs of the parallel 
scan paths as set forth in independent claim 7.
